Taking into consideration the 
various issues brought to our attention 
during the fall semester concerning the 
sequence of registration in place last 
summer, the LSA proposed the following 
changes to that sequence. This proposal 
was approved by Dean Toope and 
Associate Dean Klinck, pending 
verification that it be technically feasible. 

First period of registration: 
registration of up to 12 credits per 
semester for fourth year students only 
Second period of registration: 
maximum of 7 credits per semester for 
second and third year students 

Third period of registration: 
complete registration and course change 
for all students 

By ‘period’ we suggest either a few 
days or a week at each step of the process. 



By complete registration it is 
understood that students will actually be 
registered for their obligatory courses as 
well as the optional courses they have 
chosen. To ensure this, 

second year students will be 
automatically registered for their second 
year obligatory courses during the third 
week of registration. Part-time students 
and students completing joint-programs 
can expect to be dealt with on an 
individual basis. 

Do you see any problems with this 
proposal? Could it create unforseen 
difficulties? 

If so, contact us before Thursday, 
February 4 ,h , 1 :00 pm, by e-mailing us or 
stopping us in the hall.

Dear Prime Minister: 

Re: Same-sex couples 

We are writing on behalf of LEGAL 
(Les Etudiant(e)s GAis et Lesbiennes) McGill 
OutLaw. LEGAL McGill OutLaw is the 



society for gay, lesbian, bisexual and other 
interested students in the Faculty of Law at 
McGill. Membership ranges from students 
in the first year of an LL.B. or B.C.L. to 
graduate students in the Institute of 
Comparative Law. 

We wish to express our deep 
disappointment with your decision last week 
that amendments to legislation affecting 
same-sex couples are not on your agenda at 
this time. 

As gay and lesbian law students, we 
recognize the pressing need to make these 
changes, not only because of the substantive 
legal benefits and entitlements which are 
currently denied to members of same-sex 
couples in Canada, but also because to a 
significant degree law constitutes identity. 
Consciously or not, we associate value with 
what is recognized in law. In other words, 



Prime Minister, discriminatory laws that do 
not recognize same-sex relationships 
diminish a great number of Canadians as 
individuals. We urge you to commit your 
administration to treating same-sex and 
opposite-sex couples equally under all federal 
laws, saving all parties involved the costs of 
further litigation. 

We look forward to hearing from you 
why this issue is not on your agenda and when 
you expect to address it.

Career Day & 
Human Rights 

McGill Law School is very good at 
creating two types of students: the corporate 
sell-outs of Wall Street, Bay Street and Rene 
Levesque and the bleeding hearts of human 
rights internship fame. This dichotomy was 
pointed this past week upon the arrival of 
New York and Toronto law firms on Monday, 
Montreal firms on Tuesday and an 
international delegation of human rights 
advocates for the McGill-Inter/4m;c«s 
conference on Hate Genocide and Human 
Rights on Wednesday and Thursday. The fact 
that this conference came on the heels of 



career day should be a lesson to all lawyers 
wherever, to be vigilant in their respect for 
justice and the rule of law. The culture 
breeded by the law school suggests that a 
corporate lawyer cannot have a conscience 
and a human rights lawyer is a hopeless 
intellectual ignorant of the realities of day 
to day living. This culture is harmful to the 
dynamic of our student community and far 
more importantly to the legal community at 
large. As noted by Justice Rosalie Abella in 
the conference’s opening session, “In 
Germany the holocaust was legal ... the law 
can be immoral”. Justice Abella’s searing 
personal testimony about her early childhood 
in the post war years encapsulates the need 
for tolerance in an increasingly bitter and 
hostile global community. In the conference’s 
closing session, Justice Goldstone remarked 
that “Being neutral always favours the 
agressor”. More simply the theme of the 
conference spoke clearly and loudly to all of 
us future corporate and human rights lawyers 
alike, the opposite of good is not evil but 



indifference. As future graduates of this 
faculty, we must practice the law guided by a 
moral sense of what is just and right. The 
rise of the Third Reich was legal, never again 
shall the law descend into the abyss of hate 
that was Auschwitz. When I start working 
this summer I will not forget what I learnt 
this past week, respect for the law and for 
those it protects. If I manage to graduate 
from McGill, I will continue to practice law 
with an abiding respect for the power of laws 
to protect the weak and the vulnerable, 
fighting against the perversion of law 
whatever the context. The Rabbis of the 
Mishnaic period counsel the faithful to 
pursue justice, the panelists of today counsel 
us to resist hate wherever it lurks and to 
respect the law both on Wall Street and in 
The Hague. The culture that divides us into 
corporate sell-outs and human rights 
dreamers ignores the fundamental fact that 
unites us all: our humanity. 
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But for 2 Shist ringers, Out of Order was dead even 

Out of Order loses to Tuff Schist

Despite dropping a 4-0 decision to 
Tuff Schist yesterday afternoon, Out of 
Order demonstrated the hallmark spirit and 
drive of a team in the process of building 
for the future. Needless to say, Tuff Schist 
made some key acquisitions over the holiday 
break that have turned this team’s fortunes 
around - but for the presence of two Tuff 
Schist players, Out of Order would have 
finished the game in 0-0 draw. 

As one fan noted, “That player [No. 
14 Schist] should be playing for our A team!”. 
This sports reporter has long lobbied for 
more equitable drafting rules... 

Considering the offensive threat posed 
by No. 14 and 9 on the Schist team, the 
success story of this game was defense. 
Goalie Andree-Claude Berube made 1 1 saves 
including key saves on two breakaways by No. 
14. Combined with the defensive efforts of 
the team, Out of Order played a solid game 
and must now concentrate on shooting more 
often to score goals.

Out of Order’s 
defensive corps should be commended for 
taking it to the Schist attackers on several 
occasions. 

In a display of true speed and 
determination, Ariane West-Pernica stole 
some of 14’s thunder, frustrating her just as 
she was taking aim from the top of Berube’s 
crease. 

Defense Catherine Purdon also proved 
to be thorn in No. 14’s side on several 



occasions: first, frustrating the Schist forward 
in the neutral zone and then executing some 
snazzy stickwork behind the net in order to 
keep the puck away from No. 14. 

Defensemen Lia Ruccolo and Linda 
Garvey did a great job clearing the puck 
during some pretty tense moments and also 
set up some key breakouts thereby relieving 
some pressure from Berube. 

In the offensive zone, Stephanie “Two- 
pad slide” Taylor combined goalie reflexes 
and offensive drive to prevent the Schist 
players from clearing the puck while 
linemates Harriet Burgoon Miskell and Sam 
Johnston dug deep and made life hard for 
the Schist offense to get anything going. 

Rookie Susan Ryan provided true grit 
along the boards, refusing to give up any ice 
while winger Stephanie Lawson chased the 
puck down the ice keeping the Schist 
defenders on their toes. 

Offensive star Suzanne Davies never 
let up playing an excellent two-way game and 
winger Kate Wood provided key offense in

the neutral zone battling the puck up the 
boards into the Schist zone. 

Although Out of Order were missing 
Elise «The Terror* Renaud, winger Liz Drent 
compensated in elbowing a tenacious Schist 
attacker only to turn around in Lady Byng 
style to apologize. 

Undoubtedly, the team practice held 
the day before played a role in keeping Tuff 
Schist at bay for much of the game. Almost 
the entire team showed up on the Saturday 
before the game for a 2 hour practice that 
focused on breakouts, cycling the puck and 
stickhandling - all of which had a visible 
impact on the team’s play.
